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DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1.84(p)(4) 
because reference character "19" has been used to designate both speaker and 
housing. A proposed drawing correction or corrected drawings are required in reply to 
the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. The objection to the 
drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

Specification 

The specification is objected to as failing to provide proper antecedent basis for 
the claimed subject matter. See 37 CFR 1.75(d)(1) and MPEP § 608.01 (o). Correction 
of the following is required: There is lack of proper antecedent basis for the phrase "a 
supporting portion extending upward to connect to the opening of the fixed seat" as 
recited in claim 9. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-10 allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
fails to teach the combination of the rotating device connected with and supported by a 
base device where the rotating device comprises a fixed seat including a through 
opening and an annular slot with a guiding surface; a motor with a shaft mounted on the 
fixed seat; a guiding cylinder located inside the annular slot, including a guiding wall to 
form a guiding track with respect to the guiding surface; and a rotating seat rotatably 
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furnished in the annular slot, including a ring gear driven by the shaft of the motor, and 
at least one guiding pillar with a guiding wheel sliding within the guiding track..
